At this polled, only 17 years old, he delivered

Having been offered tue chapel In New Park 


street, Southwark, bo pleached for the first 
tune in London, in 1863, with such success that 
tho edifice had to bo enlarged to accommodate 
tholrapidly-growing congregation. At Eiotor 
ball, which was occupied during these altera- 
tions, hundred* were turned away every 
Sun- 


day, being unnblo to get within the doors. The 
enlarged chapel in New Part •treot provod in-

Sept. 16, 
1880, Dr. Bibbee became the husband of 
Miss Knte Fisk, at the home of the bride's 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Harry Fiek at 820 
West Main street, Dr. Penhallegon per- 
forming tue ceremony. The widow sur- 
vives. There are no children. The par- 
ents of the deceased and two younger 
brothers and a sister are living. 


In Chicago the deceased was attended 


by Dr. J. 8. Foote, between whom and 
Dr. Bibbee there was a remarkably strong 
attachment. They met firet at Wichita, 
and when Dr. B. went to Chicago, Dr. 
Foote in a few months also removed to 
Chicago, and from the beginning of their 
acquaintance the two physicians loved 
each other as brothers. Dr. Foote was 
taken sick on Thursday, and because of 
his illness he oonld not attend the funeral 
ot his friend.

SEOBBT aOOiHTT MEETINGS. 


ST. Louis, Feb. 1.—A desperate and 


nearly successful attempt to escape 
from imprisonment was made »t the 
fifth district police station, about 0 
o'clock yesterday evening, by the two 
notorious Shea brothers, Dan and Dave; 
William Reonan, James Campbell, alias 
Curtis, and Henry Moore. They were 
discovered by Capt. Campbell in tim« 
to prevent their getting away. Had he 
been five minutes later the men would 
have gotten out. They ore all dcapcr- 
ate men, and wero arrested a few days 
ago on charges of larceny, burglary 
and thof t. They were still being held at 
the station to be shown to tho night 
platoon of patrolmen. 


They were- taken there iu the morn- 


ing and Bss\rned to cell No. 8. In the 
back of tho cell is a window opening 
upon the stable of the station. All day 
long they affected to be very merry 
and kept up a continual singing and 
dancing, making loud noises. About 
8 o'clock Capt. Campbell, whose office 
adjoins the cell-ruomfl and also opens 
upon the stable, thought he heard a 
rather peculiar noise, as if someone 
wero scraping glass. He opened the 
back door of his office just in time to 
sec tho glass from the window fall 
xipon the floor. 


lie motioned Special Officer Dorsey 


to hand him a club. Securing tliis he 
rushed into the stable as soon as the 
first man put his hand out through the 
broken window to unfasten the catch 
which held the window casing and 
struck him a powerful blow, breaking 
the club. Tho fellow, with a yell of 
rago and pain, fell back in the cell. 
Sergeant Eoa came to Capt. Campbell's 
assistance and in n few minutes they 
handcuffed 
the men 
together and 


chained tlicm to the skies of tlie cell. 


The window through which the es- 


oape was attempted is high above tbe 
floor, and one man had been held up by 
two of the othors while lie attempted to 
remove the putty which held Uio win- 
dow pain, lie tried to do so without 
making any noise, but having nothing 
to work with, became desperate and 
broke the glass. The other two men 
kept up the singing and dancing to 
throw tho police off their guard. Th« 
five men attempted to escape in a simi- 
lar manner while being held at the 
third district station.

An Antlcorn Ea<r leader Dead. 


Mr. Peter Alfred Taylor had so lon(, 


retired from public life that the an 
nouncement of his death will recall an 
almost forgotten name. But in his ac 
tive days he did splendid public service. 
He was an aggressive Radical when 
Radicalism was unpopular, and the 
weak and downtrodden had always ii 
him an ardent and active friend. 


As a member of the Anticorn Law 


league, a defender of Mazzini, a cham- 
pion of the northern states during the 
American civil war, a determined op- 
ponent of the game laws, compulsory 
vaccination and grants to royalty, he 
did much to stir up public feeling on 
these subjects, and when, after a parlia- 
mentary career of twenty-two years, he 
retired, owing to ill health, the cause of 
reform lost an honest and outspoken 
champion. 


Mr. Taylor was wealthy, but gave 


liberally, and he deserves to be held in 
grateful remembrance as a man who 
singularly sincere, unselfish and of 
earnest purpose, did much for the pub- 
lic weal.— PaU Mall Gazette. 


Did More Than Wai Expected. 


For hundreds of miles in the vicinity 


of Lake Austin, western Australia, there 
las been such a prolonged drouth that 
crops of all kinds have suffered. 
A 


number of fanners combined to bear the 
expense of rain producing experiments 
and £600 was subscribed. Walter Mur- 
chison, a chemist, was engaged, and 
after a fortnight's preparation a series of 
explosions were followed in less than 
four hours by drenching- showers. 


The atmospheric concussions not only 


produced copious falls of rain, but had 
an utterly unexpected but equally desir- 
able effect npon the rabbits. The thun- 
dering explosions killed tens of thou- 
sands of rabbits, which had for years 
preyed upon the crops.— Yankee Blade. 


Electricity for De»fne». 


The extent to which electricity is be- 


ing used in legitimate medical practice 
is rapidly on the increase, and many of 
the new devices for applying it have dis- 
tinct merit. A recently invented appa- 
ratus for the cure of deafness comprises 
B battery, a belt, an electrode supporter 
on the belt, and shaped to rest on the ear, 
and connections between the electrode 
and the battery. This provides a con- 
venient and efficient mode of receiving 
the current, which can be applied in 
finely graduated strength.— Exchange.

Complications of the Grip. 


The most serious complication of the 


grip is acute bronchitis. This may ap- 
pear early or late. The breathing bo- 
comes rapid and difficult. A spasmodic 
cough is almost constant. The expec- 
torations are glairy and tenacious. 
With all this there is a peculiar prostra- 
tion. 


A more common complication is pneu- 


monia, of which there are three varie- 
ties—croupous, congestive and broncho 
pneumonia. Although these complica- 
tions are dangerous, yet recovery is the 
rule under prompt and careful treat- 
ment. 


A third complication of the grip is 


connected with the heart. If patients 
sit up they becomo faint. Some die of 
simple failure of the heart; others are 
saved from death only by careful atten- 
tion on the part of the nurse. After the 
gnp has passed off, a tendency to faint- 
ness r,nd neuralgic pains may remain for 
weeks or months. 


Another complication shows itself in 
diarrhea; still another affects the 


nervous system and is characterized by 
pains in the head or elsewhere, or by 
weakness in certain parts of the body, 
such as the hands or arms. 


As to treatment, the doctor must de- 


cide in view of all the symptoms. 
But 


;he patient should in every case take to 
lis bed. To keep about is exceedingly 
dangerous, especially as exposing the pa- 
tient to the above complications.—Lon- 
don Lancet.
